Excerpt from Standing Orders Relating 
to Private Bills 


100. (1) All applications to the Legis- 
lative Assembly for Private Bills of any 
nature whatsoever shall require the pub- 
lication of a notice clearly and distinctly 
specifying the nature and object of the 
application, and when the application 
refers to any proposed work, indicating 
sufficiently the location of the work, to 
be signed by or on behalf of the applicant. 

(2) Such notice shall be published in 
The British Columbia Gazette and once 
a week in one leading daily newspaper 
freely circulating in all parts of the Prov- 
ince. The notice in such newspaper to 
appear on Wednesday of each week. 

(3) When the proposed Bill is of such 
a nature that it may particularly affect 
one or more electoral districts, the notice 
shall furthermore be published once a 
week if possible in some newspaper in 
every electoral district affected, or if there 
be no newspaper published therein, then 
in a newspaper published in the electoral 
district nearest thereto. 

(4) The publication of such notice shall 
in all cases be continued for a period of 
four weeks during the interval of time 
between the close of the next preceding 
Session and the consideration of the peti- 
tion.

(3) If a copy of the Bill, petition, and 
notices proved as aforesaid shall not have 
been so deposited in the hands of the 
Clerk of the House at least eight clear 
days before the opening of the Session or

101, Every petition signed by an agent 
or attorney in fact shall be accompanied 
by the authority of such agent or attorney 
in fact, and the petition shall not be 
deemed to be filed with the Clerk until 
this is done.

8. The sums of money which may be 
borrowed to meet the current lawful ex- 
penditures of the regional district in the 
year 1966 may equal $10,000 and shall 
be repaid out of the revenue of that year, 
or in part out of the revenue of the suc- 
ceeding year. 

9. In addition to all other powers of 
the regional district, the regional district 
has, for the purpose of exercising its 
powers, duties, and obligations, the full 
power to acquire, hold, and dispose of 
real and personal property and to con- 
tract for materials and services, both per- 
sonal and otherwise. 

10. The provisions of sections 795 to 
798p, inclusive, of the Municipal Act 
apply to the regional district. 

11. The regional district may under- 
take any work or service for and on be- 
half of any member municipality, other 
than an electoral area, or on behalf of an 
improvement district, upon such terms 
and conditions as are mutually agreed 
upon, provided such work or service is 
within the powers of the municipality or 
the improvement district, and provided 
that the entire cost of any such work or 
service shall be borne by the municipality 
or improvement district concerned. 

12. With respect to that part of the 
regional district not within a city, district, 
town, or village, the regional district has 
all the powers of a district municipality 
under Part XVI of the Municipal Act, 
except sections 589 and 590, and the pro- 
visions of the said Part, except sections 
589 and 590, apply mutatis mutandis.

9. For the election of the members of

the election of two Commissioners 
who shall be the candidates polling 
the two highest number of votes, 
each to hold office on and from 
the day of the first meeting of the 
first elected Council until noon of 
the first Monday after the Ist day 
of January, 1969, or until a suffi- 
cient number of members of 
Council have been sworn in to 
make up a quorum; 
the election of two Commissioners 
who shall be the candidates polling 
the two next highest number of 
votes, each to hold office on and 
from the day of the first meeting 
of the first elected Council until 
noon of the first Monday after the 
Ist day of January, 1968, or until 
a sufficient number of members of 
Council have been sworn in to 
make up a quorum; 
in the event no poll is required to 
elect the Commissioners, the Re- 
turning Officer shall determine 
which candidates shall hold office

(b) and which candidates shall 
hold office for the term specified 
in clause (c) of this paragraph. 

10. The persons qualified to vote at 
the first election and to have their names 
entered on the list of electors of the mu- 
nicipality shall be those who are qualified 
under Part If of the Municipal Act. 

11. The interim Council shall cause to 
be prepared, corrected, revised, and certi- 
fied in accordance with the Municipal Act 
the list of electors to be used at the elec- 
tion of members of the first elected 
Council. 

12. Subject to sections 50 and 51 of the 
Municipal Act, any owner-elector, other 
than a corporation, whose name appears 
as an Owner-elector on the list of electors 
referred to in paragraph 11 of these Let- 
ters Patent is qualified to be nominated, 
elected, and to hold office as a member 
of the first elected Council.
